DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not on a separate sheet. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 2 is redundant of lines 12 and 13 of base claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 8 there, exists an inconsistency in the language between that of the preamble and 
that of the body of the claim, thus making its scope unclear. The preamble of claim 8 recite "a 
container" with the electrical device being only functionally recited, i.e. "for use in an electrical 
device", thus indicating that the claim I intended to be drawn to the subcombination, "a 
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container". However the body of the claim positively recites the electrical device, i.e. "said 
device further comprising. . ." thus indicating that the claim is directed tot eh combination, 
container and electrical device. As such it is unclear whether the claim is intended to be drawn to 
the subcombination, a container, or the combination, a container and electrical device. Applicant 
is hereby required to indicate to which, combination or subcombination, the claim is intended to 
be drawn and make the langue of the claim consistent with this intent. For examination purposes, 
claims 8-10 will be considered directed to the combination, container and electrical device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1, 2, 6-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lu 
(United Sates Patent Publication No. 2003/0131864). 
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Lu discloses a device for applying hair color comprising a container 22 having a first side 
and a second side; a base part 35 removably attached to the first side and including hair 
contacting elements 17 and additive outlets 10; an additive displacing member 27 in the vicinity 
of the second side; and electrical actuator means 28 for forcing the additive displacing member 
towards the base part for expelling additive from the container through the additive outlets (see 
figures 1 and 10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: . 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mehringer et 
al. (United Sates Patent No. 5,333,627) in view of Harlan et al. (United Sates Patent No. 
5,289,835). 

Mehringer et al. disclose the invention essentially as claimed except for the electrical 
actuator means (see col. 2, lines 51-55 which disclose one head having pins and another head 
having brush hairs). Harlan et al. disclose a hair dye dispenser having electrical actuating means 
43. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the device of Mehringer et al. 
with electrical actuating means in view of Harlan et al. in order to automatically dispense and 
precisely control dispensing of the hair dye.
